Council cannot be given 
the responsibility 

Dear Editor, 

I am dismayed over the votes cast by two City Coun¬ 
cil members at the Tuesday, August 27th meeting. 
Councilman Hester and Councilwoman MacGillivary 
cast two negative votes to defeat a 45-day moratorium 
to study the environmental and financial impacts of 
drive-thru establishments and their compliance with the 
General Plan. 

The Council chamber was filled to capacity with 
many more people watching the proceedings under the 
wisteria arbor on closed-circuit TV. Fifty-eight people 
addressed the Council urging support of the moratorium. 
In addition, a petition bearing 599 signatures was pre¬ 
sented. Only two people spoke against the moratorium. 
It needed 4 out of 5 Council votes to pass. 

Sierra Madre residents spoke passionately about their 
love for the town and desire to preserve its unique quali¬ 
ties, qualities not found in any other town in the Foot¬ 
hills or San Gabriel Valley. Fast-food drive-ins under¬ 
mine the quality of life that the majority in this town 
cherishes. 

It appears that MacGillivary and Hester forget they 
serve at the pleasure of their voters. Do they suffer from 
memory loss? Many people who stood before them 
seeking their support had worked hard to elect them. 

Power is an ugly little worm that strips the leaves of 
common sense. The only reason MacGillivary and 
Hester defeated the moratorium is or the warped satis¬ 
faction that they could shut up the “little people.” It is 
obvious that five people on the City Council cannot be 
given the responsibility for protecting the interests of 
10,000 residents when the issue is this large and far- 
reaching. A referendum banning drive-thrus should be 
presented for public vote.

When I started, it took me 
three hours to draw him; 
by the time we finished. 
I’d cut it down to an hour 
and a half.” Snider’s cur¬ 
rent project is the movie 
Hercules, in which he 
draws Phil. 

Hercules, which has a 
deadline of March, is in 
“crunch-time” now, but 
Snider calls working at 
Disney “a lot more profes¬ 
sional,” than the agency 
before, and doesn’t mind 
the long days. He remem¬ 
bers the 80-hour weeks 
from working on The 
Hunchback of Notre 
Dame. Ironically enough, 
“Creature Comforts” was 
created during the time he 
was working his hardest, 
during those 80-hour 
weeks. How do you un¬ 
wind from drawing frame 
after frame for 80 hours a 
week?

The subject of drive- 
thru eateries in Sierra 
Madre has flared as our 
present red hot issue. 
Something else, though, is 
also bothering a long time 
resident here and she has 
asked me to set the record 
straight. The correct pro¬ 
nunciation of Lima St. 

Do you say Lime as in 
Lima, Peru? Or is it Lima 
like the bean? Based on 
historical fact and for all to 
know, you say Lima like 
the lowly bean. If you el¬ 
evate it to Lima, Peru, you 
are definitely mispro¬ 
nouncing the name of this 


street. 

Here is the reason why. 
When the Pacific Electric 
street car was part of the 
town’s transportation they 
would also drop freight at 
certain street comers along 
the Boulevard. Lima was 
one of those streets. How¬ 
ever, in those early days, 
the north and south sec¬ 
tions of the street had two 
different names. This 
caused confusion for the 
P.E. and they requested 
that one name be given for 
both sections. 

The northern part was 
named Markham after 
Henry H. Markham, Re¬ 


publican governor of Cali¬ 
fornia (1891-94), and that 
portion of Lima was then 
owned by a Republican. 
The southern section was 
called Prospect and was 
owned by a staunch 
Democrat. Now Markham 
was a popular governor. 
He was a Pasadena resi¬ 
dent, built a mansion there 
and had been elected to 
Congress in 1884. While 
serving in Washington he 
proved to lawmakers that 
California oranges were 
very delicious and were 
not inferior as the boosters 
of Florida oranges had 
them believe. He also

brought prominence to 
Pasadena which at that 
time was just a small vil¬ 
lage. 

None of this seemed to 
impress the owner of the 
Prospect part and neither 
owner of the north and 
south sections would 
yield. To solve the prob¬ 
lem P.E. stepped in and 
named both north and 
south sections Lima after 
the bean. This name for 
the entire length of the 
street was adopted. This is 
also how it was pro¬ 
nounced by early resi¬ 
dents. 

The two other streets 
that may be involved with 
drive-thrus are Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Auburn. 
The street car company 
also influenced the chang¬ 
ing the name of our “Bou¬ 
levard.” It was first known 
as Central Ave. 
Michillinda was originally 
named Sierra Madre Ave. 
The company wanted our 
main street to be a continu- 
ation of the name of 
nearby Sierra Madre Blvd. 


in Pasadena. So, in the 
early 1930’s Central be¬ 
came Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and Michillinda was 
changed. That section of 
town in those days had 
three property owners - 
one from Michigan, one 
from Illinois and one from 
Indiana. They dreamed up 
the composite of the three 
states and that street be¬ 
came Michillinda (I bet 
you thought that was an 
Indian name). 

Auburn was the easy 
one. Charles E. Cook 
came to Sierra Madre be¬ 
cause he thought our won¬ 
derful climate would help 
his asthma and bought 
property at the northwest 
comer of Auburn. He had 
come from Auburn, 
Maine. Conveniently, Irv¬ 
ing White was owner of 
the east side and he was a 
native of Auburn, NY. 

Lima, 1 expect, in spite 
of this explanation v.ill 
continue to be pronounced 
and mispronounced. They 
should have named it broc¬ 
coli.

Singapore. “It’s so hard to 
choose a favorite role; it’s 
like choosing between 
your children; but I’d have 
to say Dawan because it 
had never been done be¬ 
fore. There’s a lot of me in 
that role,” says Kim. 

The piece gave Kim the 
opportunity to work 
closely with the director 
and the author, and also 
gave her the opportunity to 
explore a different rela¬ 
tionship, that of a brother/ 
sister.

As fall approaches, the theaters finalize their seasons 
(hopefully!) and begin their offerings of subscription 
tickets. Of the over 150 theaters in the LA area basin, 
quite a number of them are close to Sierra Madre, of¬ 
fering a wide variety of subject matter and production 
expertise. A listing of theaters within 20 minutes of Si¬ 
erra Madre may prove useful in planning your holiday 
festivities. Theaters come in several kinds. There are 
Community Theaters, a legal term meaning that they 
hold open try-outs for people who are not professional 
actors. By their nature they have small budgets and low 
prices. But while performances vary, they are often very 
good indeed, substituting imagination for lavish funds. 
They are always grateful for help from the community, 
not only financially but by enthusiasm and offstage as 
well as onstage involvement. The closest community 
theater is, of course, the Sierra Madre Playhouse, housed 
in Sierra Madre’s old movie theater. Their season con¬ 
sists of five or six plays, mostly comedies and thrillers, 
with an occasional musical. The actors are often drawn 
from hobbyists with impressive credentials and from the 
students at the American Academy of Dramatic Art 
down the road. Their current production, “The Boy 
Friend”, is their 125th. Contact them at 355-4318. 
Altadena’s Theater Americana has been producing for 
sixty five years, non-stop and is unique in using only 
original scripts for their regular yearly four plays. Since 
they are chosen from some 200 or so that TA receives, 
they are often thought-provoking dramas, although TA 
would love to get more comedy scripts. Playwrights are 
given a chance to see their work in fully staged produc¬ 
tion - an important educational experience. Their num¬ 
ber is 397-1740. The Covina Valley Playhouse has an 
ambitious program for 1996 and will begin again after 
their traditional “ A Christmas Carol” in December.

The usual, yet salty, group of citizens, known as 
N.F.A. (Neighbors for Arcadia) came together again 
during Tuesday’s September 3, city council meeting to 
argue over the ongoing land use designation of the Santa 
Anita Racetrack Transition area. 

For the past year, the land just south of the racetrack 
grandstand and east of the mall has received more de¬ 
bate and discussion than any other land use or policy for 
a decade. In the past year, the Santa Anita Entertainment 
Complex (S.A.E.C.) was formulated, submitted, then 
withdrawn by its sponsors. The “watchdog” citizens 
group has fought for the voice of citizens to be heard, 
especially over issues such as the S.A.E.C. Neighbors 
for Arcadia circulated petitions to generate the required 
signatures to submit for a special election over the land 
use designation of the Santa Anita Transition area. The 
N.F.A. succeeded, the ballot measure to amend the Land 
Use Element of the General Plan will be put on the up¬ 
coming Statewide General Election on November 5, 
19%. 

Now, regardless of this apparent victory for N.F.A., 
city council members have discussed and approved the 
General Plan Update to include the land use designation 
of the Santa Anita Transition area to permit development 
of new commercial uses. The Community Development 
Chapter of the proposed 1996 General Plan Update per¬ 
mits commercial uses that “should add to and enhance 


the range of existing retail (mall) and entertainment 
(racetrack) uses.” 

Representative for Neighbors for Arcadia, Colleen 
Dohn, argued the validity and cost efficiency for allow¬ 
ing the General Plan Update to include new commercial 
uses, when a ballot measure for land use is only several 
months away. The ballot measure “M” to amend the 
current Land Use Element in the General Plan Update, 
will cost approximately $30,000. 

On another issue, resident, Gayle Marshall, was on 
hand to refute council member Harbicht and offer .sev¬ 
eral suggestions. Marshall said “I see myself as a no 
nonsense citizen. Harbicht has accused me of being 
negative, twisting words and making up situations. As 
for twisting words, I use exact quotes. As for making up 
situations, I take items found in newspapers and from 
actual council meetings. Mr. Harbicht, if you can’t stand 
the heat stay out of the kitchen.” Marshall continued and 
offered city officials several ways to reduce spending. 
Marshall questioned city council members on the appro¬ 
priation of $ 117,000 for a new street sweeper. She asked 
for research to be done on whether a contracting service 
would be more cost effective compared to the total cost 
of new machines, repair and upkeep of older sweepers. 

The city council will reconvene at 7:00 p.m. on Sep¬ 
tember 17,1996

The Aug. 20 meeting of the AUSD Governing Board 
covered several important issues, including student dis¬ 
ciplinary guidelines and several information items. 

Board President Joann Steinmeier opened the meet¬ 
ing with a moment of silence in memory of Councilman 
Dennis Lojeski, who passed away on Aug. 11. 

The Board conducted the second reading and adopted 
Board Policy 5144, which addresses new student disci¬ 
plinary guidelines that will used by the school site ad¬ 
ministrations beginning this school year. The policy in¬ 
cluded a matrix of offenses and consequences. 

This matrix and a contract of understanding have been 
mailed to all high school students with their registration 
material. The contract, which acknowledges expecta¬ 
tions for proper behavior and the consequences for mis¬ 
conduct, is to be signed by both student and parent and 
returned during the fall registration process. 

The Board also approved minor revisions to several 
of the District’s goals of Leadership, Professional De¬

Senator Richard Mountjoy, author of Proposition 187, 
on Aug. 27 hailed Governor Pete Wilson’s executive 
order halting welfare, health and other benefits to ille¬ 
gal aliens as a long-delayed victory for the millions of 
Californians who overwhelmingly voted for the land¬ 
mark initiative. 

“After nearly two years of being frozen in the legal 
limbo of Judge Mariana Pfaelzer’s court, the people of 
California can rejoice that their mandate has at long last 
taken a giant step forward. Proposition 187 is finally 
being enacted,” Senator Mountjoy said. 

“I congratulate Governor Wilson for his swift imple¬ 
mentation of Prop 187 after the federal welfare reform 
act was signed into law. I also congratulate Congress for 
adopting these reforms, enabling us in California to stop 
the wasteful flow of our tax dollars to benefit illegal 
aliens,” Senator Mountjoy continued. 

“It literally took an act of Congress and the 
Governor’s executive order to enforce the will of the 
people to do something about illegal immigration over 
the authority of one federal judge. The people knew all 
along it was wrong to send welfare checks to those who 
illegally entered our state,” Senator Mountjoy added.

tor of Development Services at City Hall by Monday, 
September 16,1996. The committee will be appointed

precisely the types of businesses the people of Sierra 
Madre want to get that negative message. An artist 
wishing to open a gallery would in all likelihcKxl ignore 
such a message because an artist opening a gallery is not 
generally interested in the drive-through mode of retail¬ 
ing. As such, his honor’s “concerns” are misplaced and 
somewhat exaggerated. It is a product of 1970’s think¬ 
ing, not 1990’s thinking. 

3. The assertions of his honor regarding the spirit of 
the General Plan being attractive to business is in fact 
pro-actively served with an intentional and wisely cho¬ 
sen Zoning Ordinance, to which the unpassed morato¬ 
rium would have spoken in a direct and carefully crafted 
manner. His honor cited several sections of the General 
Plan in support of his argument but failed to recall that 
further on, the subsequent pages and sections of the very 
same Plan, in effect make his argument irrelevant. 

In summation. Mayor pro tern Hester’s comments 
were largely unwarranted, without foundation and 
lacked foresight. While he is entitled to his viewpoint, 
I merely wish to use this opportunity to publicly rebut 
his assertions as the public hearing was closed before he 
raised these issues. 

Finally, to address Councilmember MacGillivray’s 
opposition arguments; 

1. The very fact that people turned out en masse as a 
direct result of alleged misinformation contained in an 
anonymous flyer should have indicated to her that there 
is in fact a perceived sense of urgency on the part of the 
citizenry regarding the issue of drive-throughs and fran¬ 
chises in Sierra Madre. It was poor intuition or poor 
listening skills that caused Councilmember 
MacGillivray to assert that no danger or imminent evil 
exists, making the use of an urgency moratorium inap¬ 
propriate. Quite the contrary is true. The public percep¬ 
tion is that such a danger exists. As a representative of 
that concerned citizenry it showed a lack of accountabil¬ 
ity to them to oppose Ordinance No. 1133 on that 
ground. 

2. It should have also been obvious to her that there 
is an apparent mistrust in the current Conditional Use 
Permit system on the part of the citizenry and should 
have been another indication that there is indeed an 
imminent danger necessitating the use of the morato¬ 
rium. A misread of the citizenry’s more non-venomous 
commentary early on in the public hearing must have

people of this city wish to rely upon. She was incorrect 
in asserting otherwise. We both heard people’s contrems 
over franchises and drive-through businesses. However, 
the lack of trust in the existing CUP system and the per¬ 
ceived lack of timely public communication regarding 
potential CUP applications in the future - as evidenced 
by the success of the anonymous flyer which stirred the 
population to such a large turnout - was not lost on us as 
it was on her. 

3. A pro-active government is not one which relies 
on “existing systems” that it’s citizenry no longer per¬ 
ceives as sufficient to address their concerns. A pro¬ 
active government relies on positive, as well as deliber¬ 
ately crafted negative messages to promote its business 
objectives. A moratorium on drive-throughs does not 
necessarily convey an anti-business attitude on the part 
of a city unless its government is a reactive body. Our 
General Plan provides for very intentional and careful 
choices in terms of business attraction. Its provisions 
are those of a pro-active government. Councilmember 
MacGillivray’s arguments in favor of preserving and 
relying on the status quo reveals that her views do not 
measure up to the pro-active stance of the General Plan. 

Councilmember Hayes raised the moratorium prop¬ 
erly. The citizenry perceives that a threat exists gener¬ 
ally with regard to the franchise/drive-through issue. 
The citizenry has demonstrated a lack of trust in the ex¬ 
isting system of the CUP pnxress. Yet Councilmember 
MacGillivray chose to ignore the pulse of the citizenry 
and deny them the representation to which she has been 
entrusted. 

Generally, we are wary of the apparent tactics em¬ 
ployed by the opposition; waiting until the last moment 
before the vote to oppose the Ordinance, denying the 
opportunity for which a public hearing provides to re¬ 
but such opposition arguments. It is unclear if this was 
an intentional tactic or not, but the City Council must un¬ 
derstand there is now a perception among the citizenry 
that it was intentional. 

I would ask that information be made publicly avail¬ 
able to the citizenry of the City to initiate a referendum 
vote in November on this issue, as one woman inquired 
of the Council during the public hearing. It will go a long 
way towards healing the resentment towards the two 
opposing council members’ votes and allow the people 
to decide the matter in a manner reflective of the Gen¬ 
eral Plan which they adopted. 

Further, I would ask that in the interim, the council 
improve its apparent public communications problem 
with regard to the CUP process and upcoming Zoning 
Ordinance rewrite process. Councilmember Doyle’s 
poiiu is well taken that this issue should be set before 
the 2k)ning Ordinance rewrite as a priority with the in¬ 
put of the public. 

Admittedly there was much venomous rhetoric 
present during the public hearing portion of the meet¬ 
ing. However, the venom of a few who weren’t able to 
emotionally alter their approach after the facts were pre¬ 
sented by Mayor Adams prior to the public hearing, 
should in no way annul the carefully and passionately 
expressed views of those who were able to make such a 
transition. 

The venom served a purpose in that it revealed the 
pulse of the people and their perception of the threat that 
franchises and drive-throughs pose to our Sierra 
Madrean lifestyle. Common sense would suggest that 
taking a pro-active stance on perceived threats is not 
always a poor choice. Upon seeing a lighming storm, it 
is not considered a p<x)r choice to prepare for the per¬ 
ceived threat of severe weather. Unfortunately these 
concepts were lost on two members of the Council. We 
hope that the other three who voted with the people’s 
concerns can bring those two members up to speed....it 
is 1996 after all, not 1979.

surrounds the stage. They are famous for their family 
fare and will also be doing “A Christmas Carol” in De¬ 
cember. Call 244-8481 for their schedule. Another type 
is the Equity Waiver Theater. These are the concession 
made by Actors Equity, the stage actors union, to the fact 
that even professional actors need to sharpened their 
skills by continual practice and need the opportunity to 
play a wide variety of roles when they are “between en¬ 
gagements”. The usual rule is that the auditorium must 
have only ninety nine seats or less, so small that even 
continuous full houses could not pay professional sala¬ 
ries.

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Two prestigious swim championships took place these 
past few weeks: The Southern California Swimming Jun¬ 
ior Olympics in Fullerton and the United States Swimming 
Junior National in Santa Clara. Both meets had large Rose 
Bowl Aquatics representation and both teams had their 
best performances in the six year history of this swim club. 

“We are still a young team continuing to grow and, as 
these championships demonstrated, we have tremendous 
depth,” explains AAFRB AC Head Coach Terry Stoddard. 
“Our performances individually and as a team were spec¬ 
tacular and I am excited at the swimmers’ efforts. Rose 
Bowl Aquatics is recognized as one of the top swim cubs 
in Southern California and we keep improving.” 

The Southern California Swimming junior Olympic 
Championships took place over tow consecutive week¬ 
ends. RBA had their strongest team finish and the great¬ 
est number of swimmers to qualify for the All-Star Zone 
Championships in the history of the club. The younger age 
group swam July 26-28, with the older group following, 
July 31-August 4. In the younger bracket, the RBA girls 
team finished third and the boys took 6th with a third place 
combined performance. IN the older division, the boys de¬ 
fended their Long Course first place finish and the girls 
improved to a fourth place finish, the older team combined 
finished second. Overall, young and old, RBA swimming 
teams finished second behind Irvine. 

USS Junior Nationals, competing August 1 -5, produced 


a team finish of ninth place. “This is the first time RBA 
has ever finished in the top twenty and we finished ninth 
overall; the boys finished sixth,” exclaims Stoddard. “I 
saw some attitudes shift during these nationals. The 
swimmers started believing in themselves and dream¬ 
ing about next steps...In big meets, a coach expects 
roughly 50% of the swims to be personal best times. 
There may have been 80% with this bunch. It was in¬ 
spirational.” Eleven RBA swimmers met the rigorous 
time standards necessary to qualify for Junior Nation¬ 
als. Four made top ten in individual events and three 
relay teams placed. 

“August is a big swim and dive month. For many, it 
is the culmination of the year’s training because of the 
large number of top level competitions and participants. 
Our strong swimming performances underscore the 
depth of the RBA team, the value of an excellent coach¬ 
ing staff, and hours of training put in by individuals. “It 
is terrific” states AAFRBAC Executive Director Judith 
Ann Biggs. 

Some local residents who did well in the USS Junior 
Nationals were; Mike Burdick of San Marino who paced 
2nd in the 200 Freestyle, Kim Hitch of La Cresenta who 
placed 10th in the 200 Backstroke, Kim, Robert 
Dmytrow of Arcadia placed 7th in the 400 Medley Re¬ 
lay, Boyland, Jennifer Abbey of La Canada placed 12th 
in the 800 Free Relay, Dana Stoddard of La Canada 
placed 12th in the 800 Free Relay, as did also Nicole 
Paquette of San Marino. Congratulations to all of you!!
